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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The examiner has found that the prior art of record does not disclose or teach or 
suggest or render obvious a federated system with state comprising: a bus having a 
conductor that that interact with the compound processes to process the messages at 
set forth in the independent claims 1-2 and 25. Specifically, the prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest or render obvious (major difference in the claims not found in the 
prior art) that the conductor comprising: a process engine that executes compound 
processes, a process repository that stores compound processes, and a process engine 
user interface to monitor and manage the process engine; and a conductor engine that 
controls the operation of the process engine, a conductor repository that stores 
participant objects and relationship objects, and a conductor user interface to monitor 
and manage the conductor engine.
